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hen it comes to knitting in the 
round {also referred to as circular 
If ¥ knitting), many knitters prefer to 
use a single circular needle to a set of 
double-pointed needles (DPMs), Ho^vever. 
when you only have e small number of 
stitches and they don't stretch around the 
cord, what do you do? One answer is to 
switch to a shorter cord. Cords are available 
as short as 30cm, but they also have very 
tiny tips (needles) that can be fiddly It can 
also work out expensive to have to buy 
extra cords or needles - end what about 
when you get right down to only having a 
handful of stitches, such as at the top of a 
hat? Well, there is an alternative and it's 
called Magic Loop! 

For the Magic Loop technique you'll be 
using a single circular needle in the correct 
needle size for your project. The cord length 
isn't critical but I would recommend a 
mtnimuiTi length of 60cm (SO-lOOcm is 
even better). Most standard circular 
needles are 80cm long so you may well 
have these already in your knitting bag. This 
techniciue works well for smaller projects, 
particularly socks, gloves and hats, and 
wherever yciu have too few stitches to sit 
comfortably around your cord. 




We love learning new techniques that make our 
knitting lives easier. One of our favourites is 
Magic Loop, ivh ich opens up new possibilities in 
circular knitting

Cast on 




Make a long-tailed slip knot and 
place it on the needle. Hold the 
needle in your right hand. Pass 
the baii end of >^rn over the indes 
ftnger. under the middie and over 
the third finger. Holding the free 
end in the left harxl, v^-rap it around 
the left thumb front front to back. 



Knit 




Stitches in your left hand, and 
insert the right-hand needle into 
the front of the stitch from left 
to right.

Mattress stitch 

To join two pieces of stocking stitch lay the 
pieces flat, right sides up and together. 
Secure the pieces together by bringing the 
needle through from back to front at the 
bottom of the right-hand piece, taking the 
needle through the left-hand piece from 
back to front and back under the right-hand 
piece and out at the front. This makes a 
figure-of-eight with the yarn and gives a 
neat edge. 

Take the needle across and under the 
left-hand piece and bring it through to the 
front from the same hole as the securing 
stitch. Now take the needle back to the 
right-hand piece and bring it up under the 




horizontal strands of the two stitches 
above the first entry point. Take the needle 
back to the left-hand piece, insert the 
needle back into the stitch and take it up 
under the next tv/o horizontal strands. Pull 
up the stitches to tighten them and draw 
the two edges together. Continue until 
seam is complete.
